Sudden Diseppearance of Mr. Edgar’s Two 
Nephews—Ne Trace of the Black Bag 
Centainieg Valuables—Rewe Believed te 
Be Dead—Young Edgar’s Strange Actions 
Siace His Uncie’s Death. 


New Tonk. Nov. 4,—George H. Edgar, the 
nephew of James H. Edgar, the wealthy En- 
lien druggist, the suspicious circumstances 
of whose death at the Getty House in Yonkers 
on Monday a week ago puzzied Inspector 
Byrnes’ detectives ab well as the Yonkers po- 
lice, u sti unaccounted for, Robert Rowe, 
another nephew, has not been beard of either. 
Their absence is very astonishing. The biack 
bag which may have contaised the 
$5,000, the gold watch, the pocketbook 
and all the other personal property that the 
uncle was known to have before he went to 
Yonkers, is still missing. The police and 
detectives have made absolutely no headway. 
in solving the mystery of their disappearance 
or the continued absence of the nephews. J. 
J. Thorniey, a lawyer, said yesterday that he 
believed the reason Nephew Howe had not 
been heard from was that he was dead. 
Thornley was counsel for Rowe in a suit the 
latter brought against a map named Murdick 
in 1887. Rowe advanced $254to a cattle com- 
pany and took a note forthe amount. The 
note was protested. Murdick was said to be 
the moneyed man ot the company. Thorniey 
said yesterday that Rowe mysteriously dis- 
appeared in June, 1887, and that he bas not 
heard from him since. Rowe lived, he 
said, with a man named Richard  Bol- 
ton, an Irish farmer, who came to this 


country in 1886 with £1,000 and was induced te 
lose it in the bucket shops. At the time of 
his disappearance the pair bad furnished 
rooms at 460 West Twenty-second street. 
Bolton came down to the lawyer’s office one 
morning very much excited. He said Rowe 
had disappearéd suddenly and had not told 
him where he was going. Real Estate Specu- 
later Sumner, he said, had called at the house 
and taken away 
ALL THE MISSING MAN'S EFFECTS. 

From that day to this,’’ said the lawyer, 
I have mot heard of Rowe, and I believe that 
he’s dead. 

„Why de you believe he’s dead?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

Well, replied the lawyer, ‘‘I had a suit 
for him and if he had been alive I would have 
heard from him, wouldn’tI? He would have 
wanted to know whether I had won the suit 
and had his money tor him.’’ 

Toe lawyer said further that Rowe had been 
engaged im the business of selling paste 
diamonds. He sald also that he had got into 
trouble with the Post-office authorities and 
was badly frightened—possibly frightened out 
oftown. Buteven if he was, he would have 
wanted to know whether his lawyer bad 
money for him. The only thing that has been 
beard of Rowe since this sudden disappear- 
ance was through George H. Edgar, who told 
Mr. Sumner, six weeks ago that Rowe was in 
the city and had been in tosee him. Whether 
this is true or not is a question. Young 
Edgar’s action since his uncie’s death bas 
made 11 coming from him almost un- 
worthy of belief. Perhaps Rowe meta Birch- 
pall like his uncle Edgar. Two detectives from 
Inspector Byrnes’ staff calied on Mr. Sumner 
yesterday and got from him an extended 
statement concerning how he be- 
came acquainted with the Edgars and 
with Rowe and all be knew of their life in 
America. Nearly all of this has been printed. 
Mr. Sumner said there were a few minor 
things that bad sot been made publiie yet. 
He refused, to tell what they were cause the 
detectives told himto keep his moutn sbut 
about the case in the future. Edgar died last 
Monday, more than eight days ago. For four 
days the suspicious circumstances of his 
death have attracted public attention every- 
where, yet in all that time not a word has 
been heard from any acquaintance or friend 
concerning him, except from Mr. Sumner. 
Tobe question of whether Edgar came to his 
death by hisown hand er was murdered by 
the men who robbed him is still unsettied.

DID NOT Discoss IT. 


The Methedist Ministers Failed to Take Up 
the Women Delegate Question. 


The Methodist ministers held thelr regular 
meeting at 1505 Lucas piace this morning and 
gave up most of their time listening to the 
remarks of Rev. Dr. J. 8. Bitier, the 


eminent evangelist, who hae entered 
upon a religious campaign in this city under 
the auspices of Union M. E. 
Chureh. Reports were received from seven 
churches on the vote of the congregations on 
the question of sending women as dele- 
ates to the General Conference of the 
ethodist Onurch, but no discussion 
followed, as the ministere seem un 
willing to place themselves on record as 
favoring or condemning the proposition. The 
clergy claim they must take a neutral position, 
as the congregations are divided on the sub- 
ject and should not be influenced by ideas of 
their pastor, the General Conference having 
referred the question te the members of 
the church and not the ministers. The 
total vote was 136 in favor of lady 
delegates and 156 against. Union M. E. Churoh 
led with against, 06 in favor; Elliot Church 
voted 11 to 12, First German to 8; Water 
Tower 4t0 4; Harlem and Jennings 4 to 
4. and Clifton Heights 4 to 
20. This is an indication that the majority of 
the Methodist congregations in the city will 
vote against women Jelegates in tbe 
General Conference, but it is 
not certain, as it was generally 
expected that the German seongregations 
would refuse to grant womer the management 
of temporal affairs in the church. There are 
Other copgrecations in the city which are in- 
clined to be more liberal and the majority 
may turn to the ether side. 
vy. Dr. Maeden did not eare te discuss the 
subject or the probability of the outcome, but 
it is understood that he sides with the leading 
male members of the church who have so 
strongly pressed themselves against woman 
delegates in the Methodist Conference. 

Rev. Dr. John W. Hillis, pastor of the Elliot 
Avenue Church, when —— en to at the meet- 
ing, sald his congregation was opposed to 
women as delegates, though he himseif, fol- 
lowing the laws of the church, could see no 
reason why they should not be made deie- 
gates. 

The rules, he said, 5 ny a delegate must 
be 25 years of age and fer at least five years a 
member the church, and nowhere 
does the law declare what the sex of 
laymen shall be. If you appoint women 
as delegates because they are not laymen, 
you must sey they are not laymen in the 
spiritual affairs of the cuurch. am in favor 
of sending women te the General Conference 
and see no reason why they should not go, as 
the laws of the thureh do not prohibit it or 
intimate thattbey would not make acceptabie 
managers of the temporal affairs ef the 
chuich.’’ 

Rev. Dr. Lindqulest of the First Swedish 
Church sald his congregation was not in favor 
of sending women to the General Oonference, 
as would Shows when a vote was taken. 
Hetneught all the German congregations 
would vote against it. 

Rev. Dr. J. 8. Bitler, when asked what he 
thought of send women delegates 
to conferences, and said 
he did not t would 
been done, but even should it occur he saw 
nothingin ft that ceuld cause the woman 
suffragists to feel elated, as matters ef church 
and state were very different.

Encounter Between Iwo Rival Factions— 
The Leader of a Lot of Toughs Attempts 
Repeating—Shots Fired on Both Sides— 
One Man Seriously Wounded—Attempt 
at Whelesale Frauds in Pittsburg, F 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 4.—An old family 
feud, coupled withan attempt ofa mas well 
known to the police to vote a gang of repeat- 
era, Caused a riet at the polls in the polling 
place of the first division of the Fourth Ward, 
Front and South streets, this morning. Two 
men were shot and the man who caused all 
the trouble is still at large, the police 
having failed to arrest him. Between 
John Dunn, who lives at Third and German 
streets, and John O’Donnelil, of Front, below 
Ann street, there has been a long standing 
grudge. This morning, it is alleged, that 
O’Donpell headed a party of a dosen or more 
toughne to various parts of the city and 
attempted to vote them in favor of Vaux. He, 
himeelf, tried to vote, but when 
O'Donnell, who lives in the 
division protested, the fight began. Almost 
before the people about the polls knew that 
anything out of the usdal run was going on, 
Dunn and his crowd had drawn revolvers and 
were blazing away at O'Donnell and the lat- 
ter’s friends, who had crowded about dim at 
the first sign of trouble. They, too, drew 
weapons, and fortwo or three minutes a per- 
fect fusilade of pistol shots was kept up. H. 
Bryson, aged 38 years, an inoffensive Irishman 
who lives at 704 South Front street, and who 


had taken no part whatever Inthe fray, was 
the principal victim. He had his back toward 
the crowd and fellat tne first fire, a_pistol 
bullet having struck him in tue hip. e was 
taken to the Pennsplivania Hospital and the 
physicians think he will recover. The other 
man who was shot is only slightiy injured in 
the right wrist, and after refusing to tell his 
name or who had shot him, mingied with the 
crowd and*was soon lost to sight. 


Attempt at Wholesale Frauds. 


‘Prrrspure, Pa., Nov. 4.—Political otreles 
are greatly exercised this morning over what 
appears te have been an attempt at wholesale 
election frauds. A scheme, it is said, was 


concocted to flood the city with bogus tax re- 
ceipts for the use of Illegal voters. 
It is stated that the club rooms 
of a well-known political organ- 
igation was the headquarters of the plotters 
and from there the tax receipts were issued to 
applicants. The United States authorities, it 
is claimed, have been furnished proof of the 
assertion and yer for the arrest of 
every individual who attempts to vote on the 
bogus receipts has been made. The 
who are charged with hatching the 
plot are prominent in politics and 
are lu danger ot arrest, The above has just 
been confirmed by Harry O'“ Toole, aciler« in 
the county delinquent tax collector’s office. 
Mr. O’Toole says that yesterday he was ap- 
proached by Chairman W. D. Porter 
ofthe Republican County Committee, who 
exhibited to him a large numder of 
the receipts bearing the alleged signature of 
O'Toole. O’Toole pronounced the sigoature 
aforgery. Chairman Porter charges that the 
receipts may have been put out in the interest 
of the Democrats and states that

Supreme quiet reigns in East St. Louis to- 
day. The election so far as this city is con- 
cerned has caused no disturbances, at least 
none were reported during the forenoon. 
More than average Interest is shown, though, 
and in all probability the vote will be a full 
one. Both parties have put more or less 
money in the canvassin East St. Louis, and 
the effect is shown in the way the politi- 
cians are hurrying about to put 
in their fine licks. Formerly East 
St. Louls was the great Democratic 


stronghold of the county, but of late years it 
has not given the majorities that it once did. 
Information gleaned from the best sources 
available tends to show thatthe vote of the 
city at this election will be indiscriminate and 
unsteady, as it was two years 
ago, though perhaps the scratching may 
not be of the same extent that it was in 1888. , 
Rumors of all kinds concerning trades in the 
interest of favored candidates are to be heard. 
Among otbers there was one report about the 
streets shortly before noon that has an im- 
portant * on the Congressional 
contest. It ad the stamp of au- 
thenticity, and was to the effect that the 
Republicans, despairing of the election of 
Lindley, were trading votes for Forman_ to 
secure ballets for county officers. The Re- 
publicans, of course, would not confirm the 
report, but prominent Democrats claimed 
that it was perfectly true. In East 86. Louis 
the polis close at4o’ciock p. m., and the 
returns from this city will be the 
first made public inthe county. In conse- 
quence of this fact results in the county may 
be figured up early with comparative a- 
curacy, as the two major parties poll about 
the same number of votes in the townships 
outside of East St. Louis.

TWENTY-EIGHTH WARD. 

There are six polling places in the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, with a total registration of 3,309 
voters. The southern half ofthe ward is in- 
cluded in what is called the silk-stocking por- 
tion of the city, and at the poll en Delmar 
avenue and the two on Vandeventer avenue a 
large number of tickets are being scratched, 
a greater percentege prebably than at any 
other three polis of the city, but at the polls 
on Easton avenue straight party voting is 
the rule, aud in so far as can be learned, com- 
paratively few scratched tickets were voted. 
The scratches when made were oa the sames 
of Pohiman and Smith, or most of them were, 
and it was these names that were scratened 
mostiy in the southern half of the ward.

There was some 
delay in opening the polis in the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, from fifteen to forty-five min- 
nutes im every precinct, but once opened the 
voting proceeded rapidly and without any 
hiteh at all, the voters seeming to understand 
the modus operand! of preparing the baliot 
almost without exception. Up to II e’clock 
not more than adezen voters had required 
assistance im preparing their ballots,and over 
1,300 votes had been cast, or over one third of 
the total registration of the ward.

The points of chief interest in to-mor- 
row’s election news will be, strangely 
enough, the old strongholds of Protec- 
tion and Republicanism, Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania. That the Democrats 
have great expectations in that quarter is 
true, in spite of the fact that Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania made the 
McKinley bill and the force bill the plat- 
form of the Republican party in this 
contest. 

A Democratic victory or even Demo- 
cratic gains verging upon victory in those 
States, would be a remarkable popular 
condemnation of the measures referred to, 
The Democrats made unexpected gains in 
the Eastern manufacturing centers on the 
tariff issue in 1888, and none in the West- 
ern agricultural sections upon which they 
relied for success. Perhaps this accounts 
for the hopefulness with which they now 
look to the East and the hesitation with 
which they trust campaign stories about 
Republican divisions and the prospects 
for great Democratic gains in Illinois, 
Iowa, Kansas and Minnesota. 

The result may again surprise them 
with losses where they were expecting 
gains, and gains where they expected 
pone. But any decided gains for them, 
no matter whence they come, will havea 
very decided bearing upon the action of 
the next session of Congress and upon the 
harmony, discipline and policy of the par- 
ty in power.

Lame Explanations From Those 
Implicated in the Four 
Courts Jobs.

The Post-DISPATCH has exposed a most 
reprehensible piece of business at the Four 
Courts. The Judge of the highest Oriminal 
Court in this eity consented to the irregular 


appointments of R. D. Lancaster 
to the Grand-jury.- That action 
raises ve doubts ae te the 


validity of forty-one indictments returned in 
a partial repert of the Grand-jury. 

As a Grand-juror Lancaster attempted for 
political reasons to undo the work of the jury 
in indicting the most notorious lottery of- 
fender in gt. Louls—the man whose flagrant 
dally violations of the law, committed 
with impusity, has done more to strengthen 
the bande of the agents of the 
Louisiana State Lottery than anything else. 
When that move failed and the Grand-jurors 
Died into court to return that indictmens one 
was missing, reported sick, a report dis- 
credited by his fellow-Grand-jurors after 
they had visited his house. Investiga- 
tion showed that this supposed 
dangerously sick jurer whose son would 
not permit even bis fellow Grand-jurors to 
see, did not send for a physician until 2:30 
o’clock on Saturday afternoon, two hours 
after the Grand-jury bad been disbanded; did 
not see a physician until 5 o’clock, neariy five 
hours after the Grand-jury had been dis- 
charged, and then it was discovered that he 
was only sufferiag from an attack of diar- 
rhwma. 

His physician bad never heard that he ‘‘was 
unconscious, as had been reported.

JUDGE NORMILE MADE NO EFFORT 
OR ORDER TO INQUIRE INTO THE REAL 
CONDITION OF JUROR HAUSPERGER. 


He did not, asthe law authorized him, ab- 
point another Grand- juror. 

If he had compelled the attenda nce of the 
alleged sick and unoceascious juror, or if he 
had appointed another in his place, as sec. 
6,072 of the Statutes provided for, he would 
have enabled the Graad-jury to returns SIX1¥ 
TKUE BILLS whieh it bad found, inciading 
the indictment of the leading lottery offender. 


JUDGE NORMILE’S FAILURE TO COM- 
PEL BAU SPERGER’S ATTENDANCE 
NULAEIFIVD THE WORK OF THE 
GREATER PART OF THE SESSION AND 
MADE PROBABLE THE ESCAPE OF 
SIXTY CRIMINALS, WHOSE OFFENSES 
RANGED BETWEEN MURDER IN THE 
FIRST DEGREE AND STATUTURY MIS- 
DEMEANORS. 

Whether Judge Normile is re-elected to the 
bench of the Criminal Court to-day or de- 
feated, he must live by this record. 

No amount of explanation will explain away 
the culpability which lodges in this case. 

Judge Normile was informed that the 
Graad-jarers believed that Grand-juror 
Hausperger was feigning illness to defeat the 
return of the indictments. 

Wat did he do when this startling charge 
was made? Did he issue an order on the 
executive officers of his court to investigate 
and, if found true, to bring the juror in by 
main force and punish bim for contempt? No. 
He tried to shift the responsibility and made 
the point thas his attention should be directed 
to this through the Circuit Attorney. 


SHIFTING THE BLAME. 

The Cirouit Attorney does net make the 
orders of the Crimivai Court. A Judge more 
zealous to see that justice was not defeated 
would have taken action witheut further de- 
lay. 

It was not alone the indictment of Gitchell 
which was nallified, but the indidtment 
against FIFTY-NINE other offenders—wur- 
derers, burglars, highwaymen and thieves. 

Concerning the indictment of C. A. Gitchell 
for advertising lottery a plain statement may 
not be uninteresting or usimportast. With 
the finding of that indictment neither the 
Posr- DISPATCH nor any of its employes had 
anything whatever to do.

On the occasion of the tmpaneling of the last 
Grand-jury e gentleman answering to the name of 
Richard D. Lancaster presented himself in court 
aud stafed that while this summons was served on 
his son, a mere clerk in his office, he assumed it was 
intended for him, as he knew that his name was on 
the Grand-jury iet and did not kaow that his son's 
was. 

This statement is flatly contradicted by an 
eye-witness to this occurrence and will prob-

Dr. Piereta’s Escape. 


NEW Tonk, Nov. 4,—Further details of the 
escape from prison in Lima, Peru, of Dr. 


‘Nicholas Pierota, ex- President of Peru, just 


reached the city. He bad been put in jall on 
charges of.disioyalty and also on charges of 
being responsible for the loss of the last few 
batties of the war between Bolivia and Peru 
againet Chill, While awaiting sentence the 
privilege was given his family of dining with 
bim on Sundays, and one Sunday his wife, 
accompanied by her cblidren.came, as usual, 
to the prison. The jailer did not notice that 
she seemed a little more robust than usual 
and thatshe carried a small basket. She re- 
mained for supper under the pies. of Allness. 
At 7:30 the children were led out by @ person 
whom the jail officials thought was the wife 
ot the prisoner. At 9 o’clock the 
jailer came to Pierota’s ceil. The 
prisoner was abed. At daybreak the 
next morning all the prisoners turned 
up except Pierota. His cell was visited and 
his wife was found simply wrapped in bed 
clothing. The prison officials were wonder- 
struck. Telegrams were at once sent to all 
the ports to wateh for the escaped man, but 
ne trace of him was fouud. The authorities 
have not heard of him as yet, and if it bad 
not been for an accidental meeting in this city 
between Pierota aud one of his friends, his 
whereabouts would still be unknown. Pierota 
sald that after escaping he went to Callao. 
From there he wentto a little village further 
down the cost, where he remained secluded 
for some time. He then caught the Pacific 
Mall steamer and came to New York. Sinee 
he was seen here nothing has been heard of 
him. It is believed that he has gone to San 
Francisco.

Canada’s Trade. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Nov. 4.—The Dominion 
Government has decided to adopt a vigorous 
foreign trade policy now that the MoKisley 
bill will divert Canadian trade from the Unitea 
States. After a full discussion of the subject 
it has been decided by the Government to 
take immediate steps to promote closer trade 
relations between Canada and the West 
Indies. Hon. George E. Foster, Minister of 
Finance, goes to the West Indies this week 
on a trade mission. He sails from New York 
Wednesday afternoon. Barbadees will be 
first visited by him and then Trinidad and 
Demerera. Coming northward, Mr. Foster 
will disembark at Jamaica, where he will 
make a considerable stay, and then be will go 
to the Bahamas and Bermuda. His mission, 
it is expected, will result successfully, as the 
Gevernment has given him considerable au- 
therity to discuss the question of cioser trade 
relations with the British West Indies. Mr. 
Foster expects to return here about 
Christmas.

The Effects of the Appointment of Receivers 
for the tugar Trust—An Imprevement in 
Prices Precteted—Stronger Tone »„t the 
English Market—An Anticipated Ad- 
wapee in Rallread Securities. 


New Tonk. Nov. 4. 
HE Stock Exchapee 
was closed to-day, but 
there was a great deal 
of trading ontaecarb, 
and the brokers were 
out in fullforce.

IN THE EVENT OF WAR. 


THE BRITISH ENGAGED IN FORTIFYING 
THE WEST INDIES, 


Preparing Coaling Statiensin the Event of 
Hestilities With the United State rb. 
Keal Motive fer the Detail ef the Grena- 
dier Guards te Bermuda-—Getting a 
Fighting Held. 


New York, Nov. 4.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing: The British are reported to be active- 
ly engaged in Jamaica, Bermuda and St. 
Lucia) West Indies, in fortifying these places 
against all likelibood of capture. Extensive 
coaling stations are being established in Ja- 
maica and 8t. Lucia. Bermuda is also to have 
one. All British troops in the West Iadlan 
islands are being concentrated. No other 
posts are to beheld but Jamaica, St. Lucia 
and Bermuda. But for the fear of exciting 
unusual comment the forces now in the Baba- 
mas would be withdrawn atonce. The Brit- 
ish admiralty and war office, it appears, are 
determined te insure coaling stations to Brit- 
ish cruisers in the event of hostilities with 
the , United States. Unieass St. 
Lucia, Jamaica and Bermuda can de 
held it will de impossible to oper- 
ate withthe heavy battle ships against the 
North American coast. The vessels are lim- 
ited in coal carrying capacity to barely 
enough to carry them across the Atlantic 
Ocean. Uniess they can be resupplied on 
reaching the vicinity ofthe American coast 
their efficiency will be at once destroyed. 
From Bermuda to New York is forty hours’ 
steaming. From Jamaica or &t. Lucia to the 
American coast is forty-eight hours’. From 
well-informed sources the impression is given

The British authorities decided some time 
ago to send the very pick of the British 
troops tothe West Indies and in this way 
doubly assure the defense of whatis now 
recognized in military ciroles as Great 
Britain’s ‘‘fighting hold on the United 
States. The detail of the Guards to 
Bermuda bas caused this post to de 
placed second to Gibraltar in importance. 
The greatest secrecy is being observed in all 
the improvements now in progress, but the 
works are growing day by day. The British 
are working as if they expected war in «a few 
months withthe United States. The bodies 
of the troops are being quietly concentrated 
in detachments of twenties and fifties. Ifthis 
concentration continues much longer all the 
troops inthe Babamas will be at Jamaica, 
Nassau has only a mere guard left, the re- 
moval of the forces stationed there having 
been In progress during the past summer and 
continuing up to the present, In a report 
submitted last week by the Colonial Defense 
Committee to the British authorities it was 
stated that Thies policy’’ concentration) **is 
now beine carried out.

decided to fortify and maintain imperial coal- 
ing stations at Jamaica and St. Lucia, these 
pose being selected on aceount of their 
strategic impertagce in relation to the opera- 
tions Of Her Majeaty’s navy in these waters 
and to concentrate ail the imperial troops in 
the West Indies. 

Cable commupiceations are to be established 
between all the islands. The ends of the es- 
bies in Jamaica, 8t. Lucia and Bermuda will 

come into the forte. These exubies will tap the 
main Halifax eabie.

ditions to connect with American wires, More 
troops are to be sent out from Eagiand as soon

be would be delighied te play in the Quaker 
City for the sam of $6,000 per year. This fic- 
ure was not fayorabiy considered by the Ath- 
letic management and so O' Rourke signed 
with the New York Club. His saiary is ald to 
be $6,500, the highest ever paid to a ball 
player. 

Mullane, who is to receive $5,000 from Cin- 
cinpati, is the next highest salaried player in 
the profession. Ward of New York is said to 
receive $38,400, and Buck!“ Ewing is put 
down at $3,000. Radbourne, the Providence 

itcher, is said to have received an offer of 

6,000 for next year, provided he can get his 
release Fouts, the St. Louis pitcher, is to 
et $3,000 for twirling the ball, besides the 

,000 it cost to buy his release. 

Fred Duniap has a two-vears’ contract with 
the &t. Louls Unions at $3,400 per year and 
George Shaffer also holds real estate security 
fora big salary with the samenine. Among 
the other players who have secured contracts 
with union clubs, with salaries all over $2,000, 
are Bradley, McCermick, Briody and Giass- 
cock of Cincinnati. 

Anson holds an interest in the Chicage Club 
and besides is paid 38,000 as manager and 
Player. Anson entered the profession eight 
years age a green country lad and is said to 
have made $100,000 in that time.

A GREAT SCHEMF, BACKED BY THE REGU- 
LATION EXGLIGH SYNDICATE.

A Transatiantic Line Which Will Sherten 
the Time Between America and Eu- 
gland Twe and a Halt Days—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Cannot 
Force Reads te Raise Rates— Railroad 
News. 


New Tonk, Nov. 4.—James Johnstone, an 
engineer with two assistants, from London, 
England, arrived in this city last weer and 
proceeded to Quebeo, where they will at once 
begin a survey of the proposed Quebec, Mont- 
moreacy & Oharlevoix Railroad, which is to 
form one of the most important links in the 
line of the new trans-Atlantic service between 
Canada and England. A reporter was informed 
yesterday that thecharters of parliamentary 
powers bave been granted and that the new 
company will Le know as tLe North Canadian 
Atiantic Raliway and Steamship Syndicate, 
limited, its chairman being the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Henry Isaacs,recentiy Lord Mayor of London. 
The capital stock with which railways, docks 
and steamships will be constructed 
and operated will be £4,000, 000. 
The scheme is to construct a line of railway 
between Quebec andapointon the extreme 
East of the Labrador coast, presumably St. 
Charles Bay, whence steamers of twenty knots 
can readily accomplish the voyage to Milford 
Haven tn ninety-four hours. As the distance 
from St. Charles Bay to Milford Haven is only 
1,870 miles against 3,079 from New York to 
Liverpool, the saving accomplished en the 
new route by a twenty-knot steamer will be 
sixty hours. On the English side the Great 
Western Rallway Co, will make quick con- 
nections to London and Liverpool. On this 
side a route to Chicago in ferty-seven hours 
will be afforded by the Grand Truok and 
North Canadtan Atiantic. This will make the 
trip from Chicago to Milford Haven 5 days and 
21 hours. The same trip from Chicago to 


New York and thence to England under the 
most improved conditlons consumes at least 
seven days as follows: 

From Chicago to New York via Penasyivania 
Railroad, 986 miles at forty miies per hour, 
twenty-three and ene-half hours, which plos 
$3,070 knots of sea voyage at twenty knots 
make a total of 1]7% hours or seven days nine 
bours thirty minutes. The proposed new 
route will therefore represent an actual sav- 
ing of two days and a heli of uncomiertabie 
sea passage. it is said that the initial diffi- 
culties in regard to the railway portions of the 
scheme have been already got over. The 
governments have given to the company free 
ofcharge land for the rallway to the extent 
of 100 feet on each side of the track, and also 
fer stations, worksbops aud other purposes 
necessary for the operation of the road. The 
Canadian Government has given power to 
acquire the Quebec, Montmorency & Charle- 
voix Railway, and ap expedition, as stated, is 
already on the yround surveying for the loca- 
tion of the line. 


Cannet Force Higher Rates. 


Some important points are brought out in 
the decision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the case ofthe Poughkeepsie Iron 
Company against the New York Central and 


the Boston & Albany railways. In summing 
up its conciusions the commission says: 

1. Pig- iron is one of the lowest classes of 
freight, and the rates on that articie com- 
plained of in this proceeding are not found to 
be anjust and wumreasonabie either in them 
seives or relatively as charged petitioner 
cou: pared with rates from Youngstown and 
Cleveland, O. 

**2, Rates charged petitioner by the defend- 
ants on pig iron are in themselves, as well as 
relatively, the same in substance as rates 
charged other manufacturers ef pig iron at 
me producing furnaces in the State ef New 

ork. 

„. Through rates on long hauls more 
usually than local rates on short hauls en- 
counter water competition, and are made 
lower in proportion to distance by this cause 
as well as other causes which have been re- 
peatediy discussed and considered by the 
commission; and the doctrine contended for 
by petitionerin this proceeding, that an esti- 
mated proportion of tue through rate must 
net be less according to distance thaa the 
local rate from an intermediate point to 
another point named in the line covered by 
the through rate, has often been beid by the 
commission to be untenabie, 

„. The coet of the production of pig-iron 

at a furnace situated, lke that of petitioner, 
onthe Hudson River, in the State of New 
York, is much greater than that at Youngs- 
town, O., or Birwinghais, Ala., or at other 
points in the West and South, and while the 
aggregate rate charged petitioner to New 
England milis is a great deal lower thas the 
aggregate rate charged on these western and 
southern irons tothe same mils, yet it is not 
sufficieatiyso to overcome the difference in 
the cost ofproductioa ; and the consequence is 
that petitioner finds itself ata serious aisad- 
Vantage in competing with these western and 
soutbera irons in the markets and milis of the 
New England States, where there is a very 
great demand for this class of property. 
„8. The commission has no pewer and au- 
thority in this preceeding to order other car- 
riers net parties tothis proceeding to raise 
their rates on pig-iron transporte d irom 
Yeungstown aed Cleveland, O., to New Ea- 
gland points in order to overcome the differ- 
ence im the cost of preduction of pig-iron now 
existing against petitioner; nor would the 
commission enter upon the consideration of 
any such subject In a proceeding to which 
carriers were not parties asd in which such 
localities sougut to be burdened with bigber 
rates—for instance, Youngstown and Cleve- 
land. O.—had no ovpportanity to de heard; 
and the findings ef fact in the present pro- 
ceeding, which show that the rates already 
charged petitioner oy the defendants are in 
themseives, as wellas reiatively, just and 
reusonabie rates, demonstrate that the com- 
mission could not order the defendants. to 
lower theSe rates from Pouxchkeepsie to all 
points on the Boston & Albany Road one-balf, 
and to Holyoke neariy one-half. in order to 
overcome the difference in the cost of produc-

He Bas been laboring to 
accomplish it for a lone time,and now it 
appears he is about to see his great idea 
become an accomplished fact. President 
Charles F. Meyer of the Baltimore & Ohio and 
his entire Board of Direetors are now on a 
tour of inspection over the Northern Pacific 
system, and it is said that their trip is 
closely connected with the consummation of 
this enterprise. The Baltimore & Onio people 
are said to be no less anxious to have their 
road made one link in a transcontinental road 
than is Chairman Villard,and they will doubt- 
less do their utmost to carry the scheme 
through. Should they sueceed they will have 
brought about the greatest railroad combina- 
tion of the age and will have outdistanced ail 
their cempetitors in the race for supremacy. 


New Chieage- Kansas City Line. 


Officials of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City road are feeling happy just at present. 
They have received advices that the last car- 
load of rails fer their extension from St. 


Joseph to Kansas City have been sbipped, 
and the last coasignument is now on its way 
somewhere between Buffalo and Chicago.
